|M yrie Weymouth To|M otorists Asked 


To Kill Glare 


SACRAMENTO, May 23.—"Kill the 
Glare—Save the Light.” 

The Calitornia Division of: Motor 
Vehicles .in :making. the campaign 
against glaring headlights, which 
stared May 1st, has asked California 
motorists to adopt this slogan. 

Will H. Marsh, chief of the divi- 
sion, points out that mortoists by 
eliminating the glare in their lights 
can conserve their illumination, sinde 
if lights are properly adjusted the 
full force of the rays is thrown 
on the highway in front of the 
automobile, where it belongs. 

“We might well add to this slo- 
gan that by killing the glare one 
can save lives as well as light,” 
said Marsh. “There is a_ period 
on one or two seconds that every 
motorist is completely blinded and 
driving without a sense of ‘direction 
|when passing a car with glaring 
\lights. At such times serious ac- 
cidents are extremely liable td oc- 
cur. 

Reports received by Chief Inspec- 
tor C. K. Harder indicate that the 
campaign is being successfully con- 
ducted in all parts of the state.
